SOME FOREIGN MARKETS FOR U.S. PLUMBING 
SUPPLIES 

The best kinds of equipment for introduction into the 
Spanish market are porcelain and enamel bathtubs, wash 
basins, and similar sanitary equipment. Although, on an 
average, British enamel ware is quoted at 10 per cent less 
than American and is sold in far greater quantities, Amer 
ican sanitary equipment is very much liked in Spain, and 
there would undoubtedly be a better market for it if its 
sales in Spain were placed on an organized basis 

If some sort of an organization were formed in the 
United States, and if this organization would send a man 
into Spain properly equipped to conduct credit investiga 
tions and to solicit orders from reliable houses, a good 
export trade with this country might be built up in these 
lines Some months ago a representative of one organi 
zation, went to Spain and placed $25,000 worth of orders 
in a few days. Similarly, the representative of an Ameri 
can company selling faucets, valves and high-grade brass 
and nickel bathroom fittings makes periodical visits to 
Spain and has made use of the resources of the office of 
the American commercial attache on a number. of 
occasions. 

He makes these trips about twice a year and on each 
trip he finds certain regular clients waiting to place orders 
with him each time varying from $500 to $2,500 It is 
demonstrated, therefore, that there is a fairly steady busi 
ness in Spain for certain American equipment when an 
effort is made to sell the goods. In this, as in many other 
lines, all our firms need to do is to go after the business 
in an organized way, but it cannot be secured by sitting 
back and sending out catalogs and letters in English. 

New hotels in Spain are being started all the time, while 
several hundred buildings have been destroyed and modern 
new ones have been erected in their places. The construe
